WHEREAS, the Board of County Supervisors of Fairfax County, 
Virginia recognizes the need of additional desirable industry 

AND BUSINESS IN AREAS OF THE COUNTY SUITABLE FOR SUCH DEVELOPMENT 
AS A LONG-RANGE PRESERVATION AND IMPROVEMENT OF THE ECONOMY OF 

the County and its residents; and 

WHEREAS, THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION EMBOOIES THE BASIC 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE ABOVE COMMITTEE. iJOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 

RESOLVED by the Board of County Supervisors of Fairfax County, 
Virginia: 

That there is hereby created a F a irfax County Economic and 
Industrial Development Committee, which Committee shall consist 
of five members to be appointed by the Board of County Supervisors, 

ALL OF WHOM SHALL BE RESIDENTS OF THE COUNTY OF FAIRFAX, ONE OF 
WHOM SHALL BE A MEMBER OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY SUPERVISORS, OR THE 

County Executive, or such other County official as the Board may

ATTENDED, HOWEVER, NO MEMBER SHALL RECEIVE IN EXCESS OF $240.00 IN 
ANY FISCAL YEAR, MEMBERS OF THE COMMITTEE SHALL ANNUALL ELECT ONE 
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OF THE) R MEMBERS AS CHAIRMAN AND MAY SELECT SUCH OTHER OFFICERS 
AS IN THE OPINION OF THE COMMITTEE MAY BE NECESSARY. 

Duties and Authority; 

The Fairfax County Economic and Industrial Development 
Committee shall have the following duties and authority: 

(1) Adopt, and from time to time amend, by-laws covering 
its procedures, rules and regulations governing its actions 
not inconsistent with this resolution; 

(2) The preparation of an annual budget and program for 
recommendation to the Board of County Supervisors covering the 
anticipated requirements for the succeeding fiscal year and 
upon approval and adoption of such budget by the Board of 
County Supervisors expenditures may be made in accordance 
therewith upon delivery to the Director of Finance of invoices 
on appropriate County forms approveo by the Chairman or the 
Director of the Committee; 

(3) Within the limitation of the funds provided in the 
approved budget the Committee may employ a Director, subject 
to the approval of the Board of County Supervisors, and such 
other assistants as it may deem necessary to achieve the aims 
for which the Committee is established; 

(4) The primary duties of the Committee and its staff 
shall be to encourage the establishment within Fairfax .County 
of desirable industrial and commercial enterprises which will 

BE BENEFICIAL TO THE ECONOMIC WELFARE OF THE COUNTY, PARTICULARLY 
ENTERPRISES HAVING A POTENTIAL BENEFIT TO THE TAX BASE OF THE 
County which might generally fall in the following classifications 
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1. Research and development 

2. Wholesale distribution 

3. National organization headquarters 

4. Offices of regional or national 

BUSINESS FIRMS 

5. Light Manufacturing, 

Efforts to attract industrial and commercial enterprises 
should 

should be selective so as to safeguard the nature and character 
of the County and its various communities from by-prooucts of 
industries which might create offensive noise, smoke, odor, 
dust and dirt, fire hazards, industrial wastes or unsightliness. 

It is believed that with modern techniques certain industrial 

PLANTS PREVIOUSLY CONSIDERED OFFENSIVE COULD NOW BE PERMITTED IN 
CERTAIN AREAS; 

(5) To CONTACT DESIRABLE POTENTIAL PROSPECTS FOR ESTAB- 
LISHING INDUSTRIAL AND COMMERCIAL ENTERPRISES IN FAIRFAX COUNTY 
BY SUCH MEANS AS APPEAR APPROPRIATE TO THE COMMITTEE; 

(6) TO INTERPRET TO THE COMMUNITY THE DESIRABILITY OF 
ATTRACTING CERTAIN COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL ESTABLISHMENTS TO 

the County; 

(7) To COOPERATE WITH OTHER ORGANIZATIONS INTERESTED IN 
THE INDUSTRIAL AND COMMERCIAL DEVELOPMENT OF THE WASHINGTON 
METROPOLITAN AREA WHENEVER SUCH COOPERATION APPEARS NOT 
INCONSISTENT WITH THE COMM!TT£E ? S PRIMARY PURPOSE AND FUNCTION; 

(8) TO ACT AS LIAISON WITH THE VARIOUS COMMISSIONS AND 
DEPARTMENTS OF THE COUNTY OF FAIRFAX IN CONNECTION WITH ATTRACTING 
DESIRABLE INDUSTRIAL AND COMMERCIAL ENTERPRISES AND THE 
COMPILATION OF SUCH FACTS AND INFORMATION AS MAY APPEAR 
APPROPRIATE IN CONNECTION THEREWITH. i N CONNECTION WITH 

THIS FUNCTION OF THE COMMITTEE THE BOARD OF COUNTY SUPERVISORS 
HEREBY REQUESTS THE FULL COOPERATION Or- ALL COUNTY DEPARTMENTS AND 
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AGENCIES WITH THIS COMMITTEE; 

(9) The Committee shall make annual reports to the Board 
of County Supervisors setting forth in detail its operations 
and transactions for the previous year. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that there is hereby created an 
Advisory Council, which Council shall be advisory to the 
Committee berein established, and shall consist of not less than 

TEN NOR MORE T H AN TWENTY-FIVE MEMBERS TO BE APPOINTED FOR TERMS 
OF ONE YEAR. THIS COUNCIL SHALL FIRST 8E CREATED BY THE 
APPOINTMENT OF NOT LESS THAN TEN NOR MORE THAN FIFTEEN MEMBERS 
THEREOF BY THE COUNTY BOARD OF SUPERVISORS, AFTER THE INITIAL 
APPOINTMENT OF THE FIRST MEMBERS BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 

Supervisors, the Economic and Industrial Development Committee 

MAY APPOINT NOT MORE THAN TEN MEMBERS TO THE COUNCIL. MEMBERS 

of the Advisory Council shall serve without compensation and 

NEED NOT ALL BE RESIDENTS OF THE COUNTY.
